The boiler wns about 
two thirds full and as Iho boiling wnler 
poured out il made a pool in which several 
of Iho firemen scalded (heir feet while they 
were hauling tho fires.

THE BACKWARDNESS OF RHODE ISLAND TO 


MAKE A OEEEITABLE EXHIBITION OF HER 


WAB.EA.—NATIONS THAT HATE INDICAT- 
ED AK INTEREST IN THE ENTERPRISE.— 
TSE GROUNDS AND DUILDISGS. 


[From the Providence Journal,] 


When the intelligence, the enterprise, the 


activity and wealth of Buode Island are con- 
sidered, it is a matter of surprise and morti- 
fication that we are so far behindhand in all 
that relates to enthusiasm and practical in- 
terest in the international exposition of 
1876. "This exhibition will probably surpass 
any other one which the world has yet wit- 
nessed. 
True it is that the condition of 


trade during the last two years or so has 
prevented that interest which under more 
favorable circumstances would have been de- 
veloped. 
The low state of trade, however, 


is nob a sufficient 
excuse for an apathy 


among tho people of Rhode Island,which for 
some time past has occasioned a surprise and 
astonishment in other states, and which,un- 
less a.chauge speedily comes over the spirit 
of our dreams, will invite a species of crit- 
icism from the four quarters of . the globe 
that will be as disagreeable as - it will be 
merited. Does any apologist of -Rhode Is- 
land pretend to assert that the industrial in- 
terests of the state are in a more languishing 
condition than those of inauy other states? 
Would any one presume to say thul we have 
suffered more than others from the financial 
disorders 
which now afflict 
the whole 


country 7 Aud if not, why then should we, 
who relatively speaking, are one of the 
richest and most prosperous people in the 
country, remain so far in the rear nt n time 
when patriotism and interest alike should 
stimulate us to something more than R pap- 
sive concern in what long ago attracted the 
sympathy and compelled the admiration of 
the rest of the world ? 


Great Britain, France, Austria, Germany,

cepted the invitation of the government to 
participate in the centennial.

The centennial grounds are situated on 


Schuylkill river, and within .Fairmount 
park, which contains 3,160 acres, of which 
450 have been enclosed for the exhibition. 
There will also be near by yards for the ex- 
hibition of stock, and a farm for testing 
ploughs, mowers, reapers, and other kinds 
of agricultural implements. The articles to 
be exhibited comprise the following de- 
partments: mining and metallurgy, manu- 
factures, education and science. These will 
be confined to the main building, the dimen- 
llons of which are 1,876 feet in length and 
464 feet in width. 
Art, that is to be illus- 


trated In the art gallery, or memorial hall, 
irhioh 13365 feet long and 210 feet high. 
Machinery, that is to be exhibited in the 
machinery bnilding, which is 1,402 
feet in 


length and 3GO feet in width. 
Agriculture, 


that is to be displayed in the agricultural 
building, which is 820 feet in length aud 12Q 
feet in width. 
Horticulture, that is to be 


exhibited in the horticultural building, the 
dimensions of which are 383 by 193 feet.

Special exhibition will bo made by tho 
United States government under the" head 
of War, Navy, Treasury, In tori or, Post Office, 
Smithsonian Institute, cud Agricultural De- 
partments. 
A pavilion also ia to bo erect-
